The Garrifon of the 

Place is compos’d of 5 Battallions, 2 Englith, 1 Dutch, 

and 2 Portuguefe, all very weak, and 2 Battallions 
of Miquelets. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated O&ober 22. 

Madrid, O&. 4. The King has nominated Don 

Andres de Oruera y Varaforda, Fifcal of the Su- 

preme Council of the Inquifition, to the Bifhoprick 

of Valladolid. His Majetty has made Don Antonio 

de Figueroa y Sylva Brigadier of his Armies, in 

confideration of his Services. The Letters of the 


goth paft from the Camp before Ciudad Rodrigo 


contain the following Particulars. The 2:ft they 
began to carry Fafcines, and to work on the other 
Necflaries for raifing Batteries: The Befieged fir'd 
feveral Small-fhot ; but without wounding one Man. 
The 22d after Midnight, the Befegers made them- 
felves Mafters of the Monaftery of St. Francis, 
where 150 Men of the Regiment of Toro were 
pofted: of the Monaftery of St. Dominick, which 


is nearer the Place, and of which the Regiment of © 
Lombardy took Poffeffion; and of the Monaftery » 
of St. Clare, into which 300 French enter’d. The © 


23d the Befieged made a Sally on the Workmen, but 
were repuls’d with the Lofs of 50 Men kill’d, a- 
mong them a Collonel and the Major of rhe Town. 
The 24th The Befiegers took the Monaftery of the 
Trinity, which is about 80 Paces from the Covert- 
Way. The 25tb, they began to place 12 Cannons 
in Battery. The Enemy’s Horfe that were in the 
Place, endeavour’d to retire to Almeida, but finding 
the Paffes thut up and well Intrench’d, were oblig'd 
to go back into the Place. The 26th the Befieged 
began to fire briskly on the Trenches, but without 
Execution, the Workmen being already cover’d. 
The 27th a Battery of 5 Mortars was rais’d to throw 
Bombs and Srones into the Covert-Way. That 
Day 13 Companies of the Regiment of Orenfe ar- 
tiv’d in the Camp. The 28th the Befiegers finifh’d 
aBattery of 3 Pieces of Cannon; againft which 
the Befieged pointed 2, one of which was difmount- 
edthe next Day. The fame Day 4 Regiments of 
Galician Infantry, amounting to 1230 Men, arriv’d 
in the Camp. The 3oth another of the Enemy’s 
Cannon was difmounted, and one of their Mortars 
happening to burft caus’d a great Diforder. The 
Befiegers work’d on another Baitery of 6 Cannon, 
and the Battery of Mortars fir’d without ceafing. 
The Count of Aguilar arriv’d that Day. By Letters 
from Fraga of the 25th of September, we learn, that 
the Army under the Duke of Orleans encamp’d be- 
fore Lerida that Day. A Bridge of a new in- 
vetion was laid over the Segra on the fide of Bala- 
guer, over which pafs'd moft part of the Foot, 2 Re- 
giments of Dragoons, and the French Horfe. The 
following Days were {pent in bringing Fafcines and 
Gabions to the Places mark’d out for Batteries, and 
tooo Arragonian Peafants were employ’d about it. 
They have 20 Pieces of Heavy Cannon, 20 others 
of alefs fize, and feveral Mortars: And have got 
together a great quantity of Proviffons and Oats for 
the {ubfiftence of the Cavalry, They have laid a- 
nother Bridge below Lerida for the Communication 
of the Quarters, andfor the Paffage of the Troops; 
more of whom are expected, and the firft Battallion

of Spanith Guards is already arriv’d. Deferters re- 
ported, that the regular Troops which c:mpofe the 
Garrifon, are much diminifh’d ; and that there are 
Difeafes among them. Several Advices from Cata- 
lohia fay, that the Confternation is very great inthac 
Countrey, fince they heard that the Engliih and Dutch 
Fleets were pafs'd by, ftanding for che Streights, without 
landing any Troops ; though by feveral reiterated 
Expreffes the Archduke was put in Hopes of 
powerful Succours. This caus'd a great Tumult 
in Barcelona, where it being buzz’d abroad that the 
Archduke had Thoughts of retiring, the People 
flock’d together in a tumultuous Manner before the 
Palace, and try’d out, that if he abandon’d them, 
they would turthe Throats of all the Germans and 
Englith. They made grievous Complaints agair 
the Cavalry, faying, that fince they slways ran a- 
way from the Enemy, they would take their Horfes, 
and make better ufe of them. ’Iwas very difficulr 
to appeafe them with fair Words. The principal 
Leaders of the Rebels have made the Corporations 
and Cities refolve to form 4 Regiments of Foor, and 
they compel the Gentlemen to mount on Horfeback, 
to form a Body able to relieve Lerida, whofe Lots 
they dread as their intire Ruin. But thefe Troops 
fo got together muft in part be made up of Men 
taken by Force, or that lift themfelves out of Fear of 
the Fury of the Rebels, who fubfift only by Pillage; 
which fhews that no great Service can be expected 
from them : Befides, there are very great Mifunder- 
ftandings berween the Catalans, the Portuguefe, and 
They have abandon’d and 
deftroy’d feveral Places, which they defpair'd cf 
Defending ; and thus it will be very difficult for 
them to find fubfiftance, which they gan have no 
where elfe than from tbe Couprry. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated October 25. 

Saragoffa, O& 1. We expe ftill 5 Bartations 
of Guards, that is to fay, 3 of Spaniards, and 2 of 
Wallons, who are to go to the Siege of Lerida. ’Tis 
faid the Troops that came from Provence are not 
far from hence ; but thatthey are fo much dimi- 
nith’d in their March that ’tis hardly credible. The 
Malecontents increafe in Arragon, and in the King- 
dom of Valencia. Don Louis Plances aad Don 
Jofeph Oris, both of them Favourites of King Phi- 
lip, are carry’d Prifoners from Valencia to Pampelo- 


‘na: The firft of them attended his Catholick Maje- 


fty to the Siege of Barcelona, and the other has 
lately receiv’d at Madrid feveral Prefents and Titles : 
The reafon of their Confiement is not known. Ge- 
neral Maboni has not ventur’d yet to lay freth Siege 
to Alcoy, but contents himfelf to keep it block’d up 
at adiftance. Mean while the {mall Caftle of Pal- 
lanes has fabmitted it felf, whereby all the Villages 
and open Places, fituate on the left of the Mountai s, 
as Billas, Panagnella, Melniloba, and others are re- 
turn’d to their Obedience to King Philip, infomuch 
that all the open Country as far as Alicant is expos'd 
to the Parties. The Allies have carry’d to Alicant 
the Spanith Brigadier Chaves, znd feveral other Of- 
ficers whom they took Prifoners, when they oblig’d 
the Enemy to raife the Siege of Alcoy: and they 
have been demanded ; but the Governor of Alicant 
not confenting to give them up, a Trumpet has been 
fent to my Lord Galloway to claim them of him. 
Pampelona, O&. 7. Norwithftanding the Report 
of the French Officers who are ftill here, and the 
Advices from the Army before Lerida, we have cer- 
tain Intelligence thatthe Siege of that Place is not 
yet actually begun, though the Dukes of Orleans 
and Berwick ufe their urmoft Efforts ‘to expedire that 
Undertaking. The Caufe of which Delay is = 
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down feveral Bridges, fo that the Troops had no 
Communication with one another; befides, they 
wanted Provifions: Nay, ‘tis faid they cannot get 
together the Neceffaries for the Siege of chat Place, 
and chat they will contenc themfelves co Bombard 
it. The \iquelets incend with fome Regiments of 
Militia to make an Irrupcion into Arragon by the 
Way of Balbaftro; which ‘tis believ’d will prove no 
{mall Diverfion ; becaufe the Duke of Orleans fent 
an Exprefs to Prince Tferclaes de Tilly, Viceroy of 
Navarre, co defire him to fend him by all Means 
from our Arfenal Arms for 10000 Men; in all like- 
lihood to Arm the Peafants, in orderto oppofe che 
Irruption of the Enemy : But the Prince by anocher 
Exprefs let his Royal Highnefs know, that there ac 
no Stores of Arms in our Arfenal: Upon this a 
Meffenger was fent to the Governor of the Arfenal 
of Placentia in Bifcay, where th: Arms are made, 
to Order him to fend all he had to the Army before 
Lerida; but the Governor return’d Anfwer, that he 
had Arms but for 1400 Men, and could not get nore 
made, unlefs he were fapply’d wich Money for that 
Purpofe. Yefterday another Exprefs arriv'd here 
from the Duk- of Orleans, to defre that ail the 
Bombs of French Make chat are in the Arfenal, may 
be fent to him wichour delay ; but there is not one 
fach left, all coat came from France having been fent 
to him already.
